Rural Credits in England 
Retail merchants with very limited capital anil 
smull farmers are finding it Increasingly difficult to 
borrow money from banks in England, says a re­ 
port to the State Department of United States Con­ 
sul General John L. Griffith, in Loudon. 
The private 
banker has almost entirely disappeared from the 
English countryside, 
having been 
replaced by a 
branch of a joint stock bank with central offices in 
London. 
Formerly in the village and shire towns the pri­ 
vate banker had a very wide acquaintance and knew* 
quite intimately the character of those who came 
to him for money. 
Ile dill not lend so much on ucres 
and crops and cattle as upon industry and itegrity- 
upon hi:; knowledge of anil belief in the man him­ 
self. 
Ili** small merchants and farm ers were ac 
commodate*! with such loans as they needed at a 
fair rate of interest. 
The representative of the joint 
stock bank who looks after his principals’ interest 
lacks, not only the personal knowledge which the 
private banker possessed, but also his power of in­ 
itiative. 
He is required to refer applications for 
loans to some higher authority, or else turns them 
down promptly with the knowledge that his em ­ 
ployers are anxious to consolidate funds as far as 
possible in London, so as to be able to make large 
loans to tin more important companies. 
Tin unfortunate condition of the small borrower. 
in town and country alike, is simply the result of 
course ot that great economic movement which for 
many yi ars past bas been consolidating capital, de­ 
veloping large dcpartnunt stores, combining indus­ 
tries, and (hereby rendering it more anil more dif­ 
ficult for tile mull with restricted m eans to carry 
oil a business or operate a farm.
